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The Calcutta University Herbarium (CUH) was established by Prof. S .P. Agharkar in 1920. The herbarium 
contains about 25,000 plant specimens of all groups from various parts of India and abroad. About 15386 
specimens of angiosperms are the key elements of this repository. There are also type specimens of 13 names in 
angiosperms which are enumerated here with following the CUH accession numbers, if present.
